New questions; 


Have acquired a rack-mount homebrew amp with a parallel pair of 
grounded grid 813 tubes. Fairly conventional and reasonably well 
made on the plate side. Pair of doorknob caps at 500 pf and 20KV for 
plate bypass and for RF output, the usual stacked choke for B+, etc. 
Has a 500 MA plate meter, RG-8 for hi-volt leads. Filament 
transformer the only power on-board. Has the usual solenoid stick 
filament choke. Input is not tuned, just a 0.001 cap fed to the 
filament. 


Anyone recognize this circuit from a magazine article? The ARRL 
Handbook of late 50s and early 60s has a similar amp with twin 813's 
but is not the same. 


The input using just a cap is similar to the single tube grounded 
grid kilowatt amp in the same era Handbooks. Only problem I can see 
in construction is that the 75 ohm parasitic suppressor resistors 
look to be 10 watt wirewound under the usual 5 or 6 turns of heavy 
wire. I am assuming that could be a problem. 


I also assume this thing is looking for 2000 to 2500 volts (per tube 
manual specs) and an exciter input that is 10% of output.

I don't think I'd risk ungrounding the currently grounded end of the 
secondary. It would have made the transformer more expensive to have that end 
have 

the same voltage rating to ground as the high end, so you can pretty much bet 
that it does not. Nothing that I can see conceptually wrong with the idea of 
using two transformers to drive a full wave rectifier. But I've not done it.

- Greetings - 


These transformers seem to outlast the rest of the oven pretty well. 
If voltage needs to be dropped a bit, the primary can be run on less 
than 120 volts by using a filament transformer to buck the house sup- 
ply. For instance, a 12 V transformer can kick the 120 down to 108 
if phased to subtract. 


You need toknow more about the microwave transformer before trying 
the boost side of this arrangement. Do not push the transformer into 
iron saturation with too much voltage. 


The transformers I have seen have a magnetic shunt to limit current, 
likely as the magnetron warms up. The shunt is visible between the 
primary and secondary windings. It will foul up in a big way an ap- 
plication needing a constant voltage with varying current. I suggest 
beating the shunt (steel laminations) out of the transformers to im- 
prove voltage regulation. 


Please let us know how you fare with this amp.

Comet Pro. I guess it's their fault. They chose 465 for 
the original Comet in 1931 and stuck with it until the 
SP-400. Hallicrafters, RME, and Howard also used 465. 
National used 500KC in the AGS and moved to 456 in the HRO. 


I think there was an industry-wide agreement to go to 455 in 
the late thirties. I remember seeing some mention of 
"clear-channel IF." Is it possible the FCC cleared out 

marine usage of 455 to prevent interference to broadcast sets?

Military RTTY monitor scope model OS-11/FCG-5. It was made by Waterman 

(of "Pocketscope" fame) for Teletype Corporation. It is a gray, 19 inch 
rackmount using about 5 inches of rack space. The CRT is a 3RP1 and the 
rest of the tubes are 12AU7, 12AX7 and 12AT7 types with the sole 


exception of the 2X2 HV rectifier. The unit looks very good or excellent 


and it all original including the bottom cover. I was able to get it to 


give a trace which looked normal. But I did not test it any further than 
that. It has vertical and horizontal amplifiers and a sweep circuit. The 


sweep seems to be working. Below the amplifiers are pin-jacks for 
inputting vertical and horizontal signals. I did not try these inputs 


and I am guessing that the amplifiers only do anything when these inputs 


are used. The only other connector is an SO-239 coax connector on the 
left rear chassis top next to the Teletype logo plate. I didn't try 
anything in that connector either. So it may not be perfect but it 
doesn't smoke and does have a trace. As-is. $109 OBO
